during the month ending Sept. 2S. 


This fighting included the retirement 


from Mons southward to the 
Seine 


and the advance, after a most vigorous 
offensive on the part of the allies, back- 
to the river Alsne and the first stage

British Force Fought for Month With- 


out Rest—Army and Commanders 
Warmly Praised — Graphic Repor 
of Fighting 


LONDON, Oct. 19.—In two long re- 
orts made public here yesterday Field 
arshal Sir John French, commauder- 
n-chlef of the British forces on the 
ontlncnt. recounts with considerable 
etail the fighting In which the Brlt- 
h expeditionary forc$ was engaged 


during the month ending Sept. 28. 


This fighting included the retirement 


from 
Moris southward to the Seine 


and tho advance, after a most vigorous 
offensive on the part of the allies, back 
to the river Aisno and tho first stage 
of the desperate encounters along tho j 
line of that river, which included the 
crossing of the stream In the face of 
the determined opposition by tho Ger- 
mans. 


The first report .discloses that it was 


S&pt- 6 that the allies took the offen- 
sive which checked Gen von Kluck'a 
advance 
to the 
southeast 
of Paris 


and that it required four days to com- 
pel the Germans to turn their backs on 
the French capital. 
Two days later 


the Germans, according to the report, 
were back across 
the Aisne, having 


prisoner's and a battery of eight ma- 
chine guns. On the 10th 13 guns, seven

guns. 
20uO 
prisoners 
and 


quantities of transport fell into Brit- 
ish hands, and the enemy left many 
dead on the field. 


In conclusion the report says:

the forts around Paris, the forts that 
today aro prepared again to defend the 
capital against the Germans,

Into the east of Franco to build xip 
the chain of fortresses there that havo 
proved of such valno In resisting tho 
invaders.

causo "a practical nation Is not likely 
to reject such a team, full of the spirit 
of public service, raid substitute. In tlio 
miast of great tasks, either a party 
upon which a deep demoralization lias 
fallen, or a party which has not Rrcnvu 
to a stature that would warrant Its 
assuming tho responsible, burdens of 
stale" 
The legislative program, begun dur- 


ing the present congress, was declared 
by the president to have been begun 
"to destroy private control 
nnd 
set 


business free." 
He paid thnt the peo- 


ple of the country had been served by 
this congress as "they have never been 
served before." 
Reform of the Tariff 


Outlining the work already accom- 


plished. Mr. "Wilson mentioned the re- 
form of thn tariff, tho passage of the. 
new currency hill, the anti-trust bills, 
and tho handling or foreign problems. 
He said he doubted If "there has over 
been a finer exhibition of teamwork or 
of unhesitating devotion to the fulfill- 
ment of party pledges." 


Praising the new 
tariff

the 


president asserted that "private con- 
trol had shown its sinister face on ev- 
ery hand In America, had shown It for 
a long time, and sometimes very braz- 
enly,1 In the trusts, and in the virtual 
domination of credit by small groups 
of men."

LONDON, Oct. 19.—In two lonff re- 


ports made public here yesterday Field 
Marshal Sir John French, comrnander- 
in-chief of the British forces on the 
continent, recounts with considerable 
detail the fighting In which the Brit- 
ish expeditionary force was engaged 
during tho month ending Sept. 28. 


This fighting: included the retirement 


from Mons southward to the Seine 
and the advance, after a most vigorous 
offensive on the part of the allies, back 
to tho river Aisne and the first stage 
of the desperate encounters along the 
line of that river, which Included the 
crossing of the stream in the face of 
the determined opposition by the Ger- 
mans. 


The first report discloses that it was 


Sept. 6 that the allies took the offen- 
sive which checked Gen von Kluck'a 
advance to the 
southeast 
of Parts 


and that "it required four days to com- 
pel the Germans to turn their backs on 
the French capital. 
Two days later 


the Germans, according to the report, 
were back across the Aisne, having 
lost heavily In men, guns and transport
